LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 907, as introduced, Canciamilla. Public guardian: emergency
financial protection of mentally impaired elders.

Under existing law, the public guardian is authorized to protect the
assets of mentally impaired elder adults by taking possession of any
and all property belonging to the elder adult in order to prevent
financial abuse perpetrated against those adults.

This bill would declare the Legislature’s intent to enact legislation
that would enhance provisions of law addressing the financial abuse of
mentally impaired elders.
